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COUNCIL GOES BEHIND CLOSE DOORS TO DISCUSS TWO OF TOWN'S EMPLOYEES 


New Brockton citizen lodges complaint against police officer

In recent meetings of the New 
Brockton Town Council, members 
have spent almost as much time in 
execulive séssion as regular session. 
Monday evening's meeting was no 
exception! 

After moving slowly through an 
18 item agenda, the council went be- 
hind closed doors to discuss “the 
good name and character” of two 
city employees. 

After hearing accusations against 
police officer Harry Laird by Nancy 
Carnley, the council voted to go into 
executive session. 

Making the motion to do so was 
Councilman Jack Caradine. He also 
included in his motion that Jerome 
Moore, an employee with the street 
department, be discussed also. There 
was no reason given for the inclu- 
sion of Moore in the discussion. 

Carnley, in addressing the coun- 
cil, stated that Officer Laird, on two 
separate occasions, entered her home 
without her knowledge and without 
a search warrant. She said that all of 
her doors and windows were secure- 
ly locked at the time. 

“It disturbs me greatly,” said Car- 
ley. “What disturbs me even more 
greatly is the fact that he [Laird] has 
questioned my two minor children 
without a juvenile officer being 
present. 

“He has asked them personal 
questions like - Where do I buy my 
groceries? How much do I spend_on 
my groceries? Whom do I date?” 

Carnley also alleged that Laird 
had reported her to the Department 
of Human Resources (DHR) as hay- 
ing an unfit and unhealthy house. 

She said that the DHR investigat- 
ed and listed it as unfounded claims. 


Carnley told council members 
that she did not like being harassed 
by Officer Laird, any other police of- 
ficer or the City of New Brockton. 

During her address to the council, 
she alluded to other individuals who 
allegedly has had problems with Pa- 
trolman Laird. 

“I’m telling you now - I’m not 
happy about being harassed,” said 
Carnley. “My civil rights have been 
violated and I expect ya'll to do 
something about it!”

Mayor Kathryn Holley asked, 
“Officer Laird, do you agree with 
the statements that were made?” 

“No! All of her so called allega- 
tions are totally unfounded,” an- 
swered Laird. “And I deny any of 
them and all of them.” 


At this point in the meeting is: 


when Caradine made his motion that 
the council go into executive ses- 
sion, 

After meeting behind closed 
doors for approximately 45 minutes, 
the council reappeared. 

Mayor Holley asked if there was 
a motion from the council on the 
status of Officer Laird. 

Councilman Caradine made.a mo- 
tion, with a second from Lewis, that 
Officer Laird be dismissed. The vote 
on the motion was a tie. Caradine, 
Lewis, and Cole voted in favor while 
Holley, Miles, and Marler cast nay 
votes. 

In the matter concerning Moore 


(whatever it was), a motion by Marl- 
er that he be fired died for the lack 
of a second. 

The council voted to have the al- 
legations made by Carnley against 
Laird thoroughly investigated. 

One citizen suggested that the Al- 
abama Bureau of Investigation han- 
dle the investigation. 

When the Mayor recommended 
the District Attorney's Office, Penny 
Wright, Carnley’s mother, who was 
at the meeting, objected stating that 
the Mayor’s husband works with the 
DA’s Office. 

Joe Sawyer, the town’s attorney, 
was instructed to enlist the proper 
authorities to investigate the matter. 

In approving the minutes of the 
July 18th meeting of the council, 
Councilman Charles Cole offered an 
amendment to the motion. 

Cole moved that the appoint- 
ments made by Mayor Holley be 
null and void. Holley had made 
changes in council members coordi- 
nating activities between the council 
and the town’s different depart- 
ments. 

He also asked in his motion that 
the accusations made by Mayor Hol- 
ley against Police Chief Charles 
Driggers be deleted from the min- 
ules. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, the council voted 3-2-1 in favor 
of Cole’s motion. Voting for were: 
Cole, Caradine, and Roseann Lewis. 
Casting nay votes were Holley and 
Robert Miles. Councilman Clinton 


, Marler abstained. 


Turning to other matters, Council- 
man Miles read a letter from police 
officer David Kurpa requesting a 
leave of absence from July 20 until 
October 3. 

He stated as his reason for the 
leave as being flood damage and oth- 


McCammon seeking District Judgeship 


Lloyd McCammon, an Enterprise 
attorney, announces his candidacy as 
a Republican for the Office of Dis- 
trict Judge for Coffee County in the 
General Election this November. 
The 48-year old McCammon, a vete- 
ran of two tours of combat in Viet- 
nam as a helicopter pilot, is a retired 
lieutenant colonel with 23 years of 
Service as an enlisted soldier, war- 
rant officer, and combat arms officer 
in the U.S. Army. He came to the 
Wiregrass over 27 years ago and has 
called Enterprise home for the last 
19 years. 

McCammon says that the central 
thrust of his campaign is to offer the 
voters of Coffee County a distinc- 
tively recognizable candidate for ju- 
dicial office. He says that it is his 
sensing that in past elections many 
voters have perceived attorney- 
candidates for the bench as being' of 
the same mold--often with little ex- 
perience at anything but being an at- 
torney--they all came in the same 
flavor, just different sizes. 

McCammon emphatically states: 
“I am a conservative. I am not with- 
out compassion for others, I am 
seeking election to public office for 
the first time, and I am doing so as a 
Republican because I believe that 
the Party represents my basic values 
and the basic values to which the “si-

lent majority” subscribes. I refuse to 
drink from the “trough of campaign 
traditionalism”, the practice of 
which has become very pervasive in 
local and state politics, I come to the 
voters as what I am, with no decep- 
tion as being of the opposing party 
because it’s safe, since that is how 
the voters have traditionally aligned. 
I believe folks are tired of candidates 
and power brokers telling them, the 
voters, what party they are expected 
to vote.” He further declares: “I am

yesh Opportunity to succeed and 
not be intruded upon by others, be 
they obvious ill-doers or cloaked 
with authority.” 

McCammon outlines his cam- 
paign issues to the District Court in 
simple terms: “Juvenile crime must 
be sternly dealt with by the Court; 
schools must be returned to the 
teachers, not controlled by gangs and 
bullies; parents must be held respon- 
sible for the support and discipline 
of their minor children; drug dealers 
and violent offenders must be taken 
off the streets; and victims of crime 
must be compensated. All actions of 
the Court mus! be fair and impartial. 
Personal vindictiveness has no place 
in the Judicial System. Constitution- 
ally sound law, tempered by com- 
mon sense and human decency, must 
prevail in the Court's judgements.” 

The Republican candidate be- 
lieves that the most important aspect 
of the District Court, as it is current- 
ly structured, is the Juvenile Court 
function. When McCammon _ad- 
dresses the ever growing issue of 
Over-population in the juvenile di- 
version and detention facilities he 
states, "The Court will necessarily 
have to pursue alternative solutions 
to accomodating juveniles with un- 
acceptable behavior patterns.” Fur- 
ther, he goes on, “a strong county 
coalition consisting of laypersons 
and professionals, is needed to ad- 
dress the problems presented to the 
county by those young people who 
have behavior problems and are void 
of respect for others and their prop- 
erty, Statues provide for such a for- 
um 


“The legislature created the Juve- 
nile Probation Office as an office of 
the Juvenile Court to facilitate the in- 
take, disposition and monitoring of 
those minors brought before the 
Court." Speaking with the directness 
indicative of his background, Mr, 
McCammon goes on, “The District 
Judge is responsible for this office's 
activities, and must provide the lead- 
ership to insure fair and impartial 
treatment of those who come in con-

In response, Kurpa who was in at- 
iendance at Monday’s meeting, stat- 
ed that he thought Officer Laird’s 
conduct was going to be brought up 
at the last council meeting. When it 
was not, he became fed up and left. 

Kurpa alleged that Laird had 
broken laws, tried to out run himself 
and a deputy sheriff, and had taken a 
coke from the Big/Little without 
paying for it.

SPECIAL COUNCIL MEETING OFFERS NO SOLUTION 
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City of Elba facing financial crisis

The Elba City Council was of one 
mind Monday night in their special 
mecting called to address their self 
described “financial crisis.” They 
ended the special meeting with unan- 
imous agreement to table further dis- 
cussion of the matter before the 
council. 

The next regular session of the 
city council is scheduled for Monday 
night, August 8th, at 6:15 p.m. 

They met for over two hours ex- 
pressly for the purpose of dealing 
with the fact expenses are greater 
than income, 

First however, they had to go ir 
executive session to deal with a per- 
sonnel matter relating to the police 
department. 


When the open meeting resumed, 
Mayor Ricky Haywood explained to 
council members just how bad he 
considered the problem to be. 

The mayor reminded council 
members that the W & E Board 
bailed out the city about this time 
last year but, “The Water and Elec- 
tric doesn’t have the money to trans- 
fer to us‘this time.” 

He did say the city should have 
enough cash to make payroll this Fri- 
da 


Charts estimating revenues and 
expenses for the four months of July, 
August, September and October had 
been prepared by bookkeeper Murry 
Hardwick and wete reviewed by 
council members. The charts show 
the city with a $199,894.50 shortfall 
of operating income. These numbers 
were compiled in late June. They do 
not reflect any cost or federal rey- 
enue from the July flooding which 


made 16 arrests and answered 13 
complaints during the month of July. 
The arrests ranged from public in- 
toxication to felony escape. 

He told council members that 
there had been three (3) shooting in- 
cidents in New Brockton and that 
they were presently under investiga-

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resulted in Coffee County being de- 
clared a disaster area by President 
Clinton. 

Haywood reminded council mem- 
bers he had proposed the 1¢ sales tax 
almost a year before it was enacted; 
had proposed reverting back to a city 
court system and had talked about a 
city owned cable TV system. He not- 
ed none of those were quick-fix pro- 
posals and neither the city court nor 
the cable system materialized, Hay- 
wood said he was not there to crit- 
icize anyone, but to discuss the prob- 
lem and possible solutions. 

“I hope you have some ideas we 
have not thought about,” the mayor 
added. 

The balance of the meeting was 
Spent in informal discussion with a 
council member at either elbow, 
long lapses of silence and occasional 
questions to Hardwick about some 
facet of city income or expense.

Clinton Health Care Tactics Called into Question 


Last week, it was revealed that 
Hillary Rodham Clinton’s health care 
task force — the think tank behind the 
Clinton health care reform package 

was slaffed mostly by pro-health 
care reform special interests.

Thomasson, Special Assistant to the 
President for Management and Ad- 
ministration, may have mislead Con- 
gress last year when she testified that 
the White House health care task force 
was made up entirely of federal em- 
ployees. 

The White House now admits 
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~ National Quality Award 
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that most of the task force members 
were from outside groups who had a 
financial interestin changing the cur- 
rent health care system. 

This is the same task force 
Which met in secret under the direc- 
tion of Hillary Rodham Clinton in 
order to craft a health care reform 
plan. 

The lack of good faith by the 
Administration with regard to health 
care reform doesn’t stop there either, 

Recently, the White House 
unveiled a so-called “pro-business” 
group which supports employers hav- 
ing to shoulder 80 percent of their 
employees’ health care costs.

Trial dates set in the Mularz &

Motions had been filed 
to postpone both cases with the 
flooding in Elba last month as jus- 
tification for the delays. Lawyers for 
Mularz disagreed with any delay. 
They pointed out, amoung other 
things, that only a small percentage 
of the homes in Elba suffered flood 
damage and this would in no way 
justify a delay. Apparently the judge 
agreed because a continuance was 
denied. : 

The Mularz case is therefore still 
scheduled for jury selection and trial 
on Monday, September 12th. 

Lawyers for Simmons didn’t op- 
pose the rescheduling of his trial and 
it will not begin until October 17th. 

In an August 1st letter to Mayor 
Ricky Haywood and members of the 
Elba City Council, City Attorney 
Mark Vaughan informed them the 
defense lawyers appointed by the in- 
surance company want to meet with 
city officials and discuss the cases. 

Vaughan asked that the lawyers 
be placed on the agenda for the Au- 
gust 8th city council meeting, 

He also wrote, “I think it would 
be a good idea to again discuss the 
possibilities of settling these cases 
and putting them behind us.”

Why Have Family Reunions? 

Reuniting family members can be 
4 rewarding, yet monumental task. 
Reunions depend on the cooperation 
and teamwork of the entire family, 
As families are drawn together dur- 
ing their annual, five year or ten year 
reunion, family ties are greatly 
strengthened. Reunions are a time to 
develop relationships with distant 
relatives. Reunions also create a 
sense of identity. They give us pride 
in who we are, 

Family gatherings are especially 
important to the younger and older 
members, Older relatives have the 
Opportunity to reflect the impact of 
their family while serving as family 
historians. The children benefit by 
gaining knowledge of their back- 
ground, Reunions afford children the 
Opportunity to meet persons that 
they would have not known other- 
wise. 

Family members between the 
young and the elderly usually have 
the responsibility of carrying out the 
workload of the reunion, Planning 
and conducting reunion activities are 
not easy tasks.

The common bonds that are built in 
working together and the sense of 
belonging to a group larger than our- 
selves creates love and security, 
Where To Begin?

POPULATION CHARTS MAKE FOR INTERESTING READING 


This week we'll take a look at the population charts of the arca schools 
and try and figure out just how badly the census folks messed up when 
counting the students in grades ten through twelve, including ninth grade 
hold-backs, 

In Class 1A Marion County is the largest school with 136.6 students. 
while Brighton brings up the rear with only 16.0 students (John Essex is 
the smallest football playing school with 43.1 students), New Brockton 
ranks third in the list with 135 students, while G.W. Long is also near the 
top at 6th with 132.8 students. Zion Chapel (121.9) and Kinston (120.9) 
are both in the top 22, giving Coffee County three of the state's largest 1A 
schools. Coffee Springs ranks near the bottom at 70th with 76.6 students, 
just ahead of Houston Academy, at 69th with 78. 

The big dog in the 2A ranks is Oneonta, which dropped down from the 
3A ranks, and has 204 students, while another former 3A school, Wash- 
ington County, which stands 3rd with 201.4. Georgiana comes in at 20th 
with 184.1, while Goshen is at 28th with 177.6 and Samson comes in at 
41st with 156.3. A newcomer in the 2A ranks is Brantley, which stands 
49th out of 64 schools, with 150.9 students. Bringing up the rear is Mont- 
gomery Academy, with only 138 students, or 1.4 more students than Mar- 
1on County, which is 1A, 

In the 3A ranks the biggest school is Southern Choctaw with 272 stu- 
dents, one less than the cutoff to move up to 4A. St. Paul’s ranks high at 
4th with 261 students, while Elba comes in at 13th with 253.2. Luverne 
made the top 20 and comes in at 20th with 242.9 students, while Rehobeth 
is at 28th with 237.3 students, Louisville ranked 59th out of the 63 3A 
schools with 208.5 students, which is 4.5 students too many to compete in 
the 2A ranks. 

Up in the 4A circles the largest school is Brooks, which boasts an en- 
roll ent of 372.8, almost 100 students more than Munford, which ranks 
dead last at 61st with 273 students, Dallas County comes in ahead of T.R, 
Miller with 333.5 compared to Miller's 331.5, while Daleville ranks in the 
middle of the pack with 310.4, just ahead of Abbeville, with 310.2. Pike 
County falls in 48th place with 294.2, with Geneva coming in near the 
bottom at 60th with 274.2. 

The 5A rankings are widespread with a huge difference between #1 
Russell County (640.4) and #63 Opp (376.5). Opp was glad to get back in 
the 5A ranks, but made it by less than four students, Greenville comes in 
at 17th with 557.7 students, while Eufaula ranks 22nd with 541.5. An- 
dalusia has been dropping for several years, but seems steady now and 
ranks 56th out of 63 with 403.7, 31 students more than the 4A leader. 

The population gap is biggest in 6A, where #1 Jeff Davis has almost 
1,200 more students in the top three grades than #62 Fairhope. Jeff Davis 
ranks first with 1,879.1 students, with Fairhope coming in last with 644.1, 
Quite a difference! Robert E. Lee ranks 2nd with 1,806.9, while En- 
terprise comes in at 11th with 1,183.2, ahead of such big schools as Vigor 
(1,070.8) and Carver (937.3). The smallest area school is Carroll of 
Ozark, with 753.1 students, over 400 students less than Enterprise and al- 
most 2(X) less than Northview. 

The state takes the population reports and divides the schools accord- 
ingly, but the difference in SA and 6A may be a little extreme.

Classifications based on student population 


The Alabama High School Ath 
letic Association has released its 
new classifications for the 1994.95 
and 1995-96 school years, and it 
looks like fans will have to get used 
to some new faces in all classes, as a 
total of forty (40) member schools 
have changed classes for the up 
coming two years. 

he schools are classified every 
two years based upon the average 
daily enrollment of students in 
grades 10-12, plus students that were 
held back in the ninth grade, and the 
A.H.S.A.A. then divides the member 
schools as evenly as possible based 
on the schools that participate in all 
sports. 

Following is a review of each 
classification for the upcoming two 


seasons; 
LASS 1A 


A total of eighty (80) schools are 
included in Class 1A, with sixty-one 
(61) of the schools fielding football 
cams, 

The smallest school in the clas- 
sification is Brighton, with only 16.0 
Students in the top three grades, 
while the largest school is Marion 
County, with an enrollment of 136.6. 

Four schools that were classified 
as 2A for the past two years dropped 
into the 1A ranks, with the schools 
and their enrollment figures being 
New Brockton (135.0), Calera 
(133.9), Sweet Water (129.6) and 
Aulaugaville (128.9), 

The 1A ranks will be of particular 
interest for Coffee County football 
fans, as all three county schools 
(New Brockton, Zion Chapel and 
Kinston) are now included in Class 
A 


The largest school in 1A that does 
not field a football team is Mars Hill 
Bible, which is the 12th largest 
school in the 1A ranks with a student 
population of 127.4 students in 
grades ten through twelve. 


CLASS 2A 


A total of sixty-four (64) schools 
are included in Class 2A, with sixty- 
one schools fielding football teams. 

The largest school in the 2A 
ranks is Oneonta, which dropped 
down from 3A, with 204.0 students, 
while the smallest is Montgomery 
Academy with an enrollment of 
138.0. 

Other 3A schools that moved 
down to the 2A circles included 
Washington County (201.4), Phil 
Campbell (196.0), Red Bay (192.1) 
and Lineville (191.1). 

Teams moving up from the 1A 
ranks included Red Level (153.4), 
Brantley (150.9), Millry (146.7) and 
Montgomery Academy (138). 

The addition of 1A power Bran- 
tley will add to the excitement in the 
2A ranks, especially since the Bull- 
dogs have won two straight 1A state 
basketball titles and the ‘93 1A foot-

A total of sixty-three schools are 
included in Class 3A, with Kate 
Duncan Smith-D.A.R. being the 
only non-football playing member. 

The smallest school in 3A circles 
is Colbert County with an enroll- 
ment of 205.5 in the top three 
grades, while the largest is Southern 
Choctaw, which boasts 272.0. stu- 
gents, 

Five schools that were classified 
as 4A will drop down in the 3A 
ranks for the next two years, in- 
cluding Dadeville (260.8), Piedmont 
(259.3), Sylvania (257.5), Madison 
County (257.0) and Weaver (242.8), 
while schools moving ‘up from the 
2A ranks included Catholic (214.0), 
Lauderdale County (213.7), North 
Sand Mountain (213.3), St. James 
(211.0) and Cordova (207.2), 

Dadeville’s drop into the 3A 
ranks should make the Tigers an im- 
mediate power in all sports; how- 
ever, Dadeville appears to be the 
only newcomer that will draw much 
attention. 


LASS 4A 


A total of sixty-one (61) schools, 
all of which field football teams, 
combine to form Class 4A. 

The largest school in 4A is 
Brooks, with 372.8 students, while 
the smallest is Munford, with 273.0 
Students, a difference of almost 100 
students in only three grades, 

Three former 5A schools will 
make the drop into the 4A ranks this 
season, including Childersburg 
(370.9), Dora (355.8) and Gunters- 
ville (342.9), while 3A schools mov- 
ing up in classification will include 
Moody (300.9), Hanceville (298.2), 
New Hope (295.3), Douglas (294.1) 
and Geneva (274.2), 

Dora was successful in almost 
every sport a year ago and will head 
into the football season as one of the 
favorites to claim the state title; how- 
ever, the same won’t be true for Ge- 
neva, which moved up from Class 
3A and will move into the state’s 
toughest area along with Daleville 
and Pike County. 


CLASS 5A 


A total of sixty-three schools 
make up the SA ranks, with Ramsay, 
of Birmingham, being the only 
school in the class not fielding a 
football team. 

The smallest school in the 5A 
ranks will be Opp, which moved up 
this season after two years in Class 
4A, and has a student count of 376.5, 
while former 6A power Russell 
County is the largest school with 
640.4 students, almost 270 more stu- 
dents than Opp has in its top three 
grades.

HAULING AVAILABLE 
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Elba City Council borrows $125,000 to fund day-to-day operations

The Elba City Council took a stab 
Monday night at settling two po- 
tentially costly lawsuits, approved 
borrowing $125,000 and adopted a 
paid funeral leave policy for em- 
ployees. 

Following an executive session of 
one hour and fifteen minutes, the 
city council approved a motion to 
setile two wrongful firing lawsuits 
filed last October against the City of 
Elba. 

Recreation Director Ricky Mu- 
larz and Street Superintendent James 
Simmons were terminated in Oc- 
tober, 1993, by Mayor Ricky Hay 
wood. The Elba City Council then 
-voted not to uphold these firings, 
however Haywood maintained his 
position on the terminations and the 
federal court lawsuits resulted. 

A motion was made by council 


member Bill Brunson to authorize 
settlements in accordance with some 
June 30th correspondence and pay 
the settlements in installments. No 
details were released on the settle- 
ment offers. Indications were that 
details would be released once a set- 
tlement is finalized. 

The vote was three for, one 
against and one abstaining. Voting 
for the motion were Brunson, coun- 
cil member Gladys Yelverton and 
Mayor Ricky Haywood. Opposing 
was council member Earl McCol- 
lough while council member Brad 
Wilson abstained. Council member 
John W. Sharpless was out of town. 

Following the meeting Wilson ex- 
plained his position and his reason 
for not voting on the settlement of- 
fer. He said, “ I would not vote 
against the setthkement because it was 
in the best interest of the city and the 
taxpayers to settle the lawsuits.” He 
continued, “I did not vote for it be- 
cause the two employees were fired 


on the Wednesday before I was 
swom into office, therefore none of 
it was of my doings.” 

Finalizing any accepted settle- 
ment will take at least a week, at 
bést. First a written offer to settle 
must be sent to attorneys for the two 
men, exact legal terminology agreed 
upon by the employees, their at- 
torneys, city officials and their at- 
torneys and the federal judge. Then, 
and only then, can the fired em 
ployees return to work, if that is in 
fact part of the settlement agreement. 

The $125,000 was borrowed to 
fund day-to-day operations for tlie 
balance of the fiscal year.. Book- 
keeper Murry Hardwick had told 
council members last week that he 
would need almost $100,000 to pay 
current invoices. 

Haywood reminded council mem- 
bers they had also been told there 
wouldn’t be enough money to make 
payroll this week without some bor- 
rowed money.

Item eight on the printed city 
council agenda called for approval 
of borrowing $200,000. However, 
Haywood said he felt the lessor 
amount would be enough. 

The mayor reported he had con- 
tacted both local banks and had re- 
ceived identical offers of five per- 
cent interest on a six month note. He 
said however that SouthTrust needed 
several days to process the loan and 
review accounting figures from the 
city's auditors while The Peoples 
Bank would make the funds avail 
able immediately. 

Haywood recommended the 
council approve borrowing $125,000 
from The Peoples Bank for six 
months at the five percent interest. 
He said, “In order for the city to op- 
erate, we're going to have to borrow 
the money.” 

No decision was made on how 
the money would be repaid. The 
mayor noted the new sales tax 
wasn’t going to retire this debt, it 
was needed for operations. He sug- 
gested re-establishing a city court to 
handle traffic violations and other 
misdemeanors. The mayor explained 
that since the District Attorney’s of- 
fice stopped handling these cases for 


the city, the cost was up sharply. He 
said a city court would make money 
for Elba. 

Council member Earl McCol- 
lough reported to the council with a 
recommended paid funeral leave pol- 
icy which was accepted. This will be 
in addition to annual or sick leave. 

A three day funeral leave is avail 
able upon the death of a member of 
the immediate family. Verification 
must be provided upon request. This 
leave “may be taken any time after 
the death and up to and including 
one calendar day past the day of the 
funeral.” 

A one day funeral leave is avail- 
able (on the day of the funeral) upon 
the death of a grandchild, grandpar- 
ent or spouse’s grandparent, brother- 
in-law or sister-in-law. This is only 
if the funeral is “on the employee’s 
regularly scheduled work day.” 

City Attorney Mark Vaughan re- 
ported on a land line question at the 
new Elba landfill, off the Samson 
Highway. Flack-Haney had pur- 
chased the timber on the property 
and a question of the land line arose 
with adjoining property owners. 

Vaughan said his firm had cer- 
tified the property lines in the 1960's 


for the Mulberry Association and 
again when the city purchased the 
land. He said the same description 
was used when the timber was sold. 

Vaughan said an old fence was 
not on the property line. He ex- 
plained that “adverse possession” 
does not apply to governments or to 
charities, therefore the “line is the 
line.” The attorney advised city of- 
ficials to allow the timber company 
to cut the trees and not refund their 
money. 

Monthly bills totaling $21,825.71 
were approved for payment. 

Assistant Police Chief Maxwell 
Hooks gave the police report. He 
told of the department receiving 26 
complaints and issuing 17 traffic ci- 
tations. 

The three traffic citations in- 
cluded three for parking in a handi- 
capped zone. Haywood asked Hooks 
to instruct the officers issuing these 
citations to follow up in the courts 
and report back to the council. He 
noted that if the courts were not con- 
victing these violators, there was no 
need to ticket them.

County’s recovery to take time & money

Compared to recent : meetings, 
Monday morning’s meeting of the 
Coffee County Commission was rel- 
atively short. . 

Although the session was brief, a 
lot of business was transacted and 
money spent. 

County Engineer Mark Pool re- 
ported that work on flood damaged 
roads was continuing but that there 
is still a lot to be done. 

He stated that, at this time, 25 of 
the county’s roads remained closed 
to traffic. 

“People still need to drive careful- 


ly - it’s going to take some time - 
time and sunshine!” Pool said. 

He requested that the commission 
approve, on an emergency basis, the 
rental of an additional front-end 
loader and a track excavator.' 

Rental on the two pieces of equip- 
ment will be $7,500.00 per month. 

When asked how long the equip- 
ment would be needed, Pool re- 
sponded, “Until the flood repairs are 
done.” ' 

Or OPES approved the ren- 
tal. 

It was noted that if the county lat- 
er decided to purchase the two piec- 
es of equipment, the rental payments 
would be applied toward the pur- 


chase price. 

Discussion then tumed toward the 
closing of the old county landfill. 
Pool stated that no word had been re- 
ceived on whether or not an exten- 
sion would be granted. 

He told commission members 
that he was proceeding as though the 
extension would not be granted. 

Commission Bernest Brooks 
asked Pool if he would make the 
deadline. 

He answered, “I’m not promising 
nothing, but we’re going to make the 
darndest attempt you’ ve ever seen!” 
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Restoration on Elba’s power dam a slow process

It may not be the Hoover Dam, 
but to the two men working to re- 
store the Elba Dam, it is just as im- 
portant. 

Ben Ammons and Jesse Blenn are 
fulfilling a dream as well as rising to 
the challenge of once again having 
the Pea River generate electrical 
power. 

In 1966, the power house at the 
Elba Dam, located on the Pea River 
just south of Elba, was “taken off 
line” and no longer fed power into 
transmission lines. 

According to records acquired by 
Blenn during his research, construc- 
tion of the dam began 1916, The 
dam actually began generating pow- 
er in the mid 1920's, 

The dam was constructed during 
Charles Henderson’s term as Gov- 
ernor of the State of Alabama. 

After its completion, it was oper- 
ated by Pea River Power company 
and supplied electrical power to 
Elba, Troy, and the surrounding 
area, 

The operation of the dam was lat- 
er taken over by Alabama Electric 
which wholesaled power to local 
towns and cooperatives. No exact 


Mr. Ammons, a native of North 
Carolina, has always been interested 
in power dams. After his retirement, 
he actively pursued his interest. 

For twenty-five years, Ammons 
was a commercial pilot for Eastern 
Airlines. In fact, he flew the last 
plane to fly for Eastern back to At- 
lanta on its final flight. 

In his search for a “small” dam to 
restore, he followed several leads in 
North Carolina but none were suc- 
cessful. The state has several dams 
similar to the one in Elba. 

During his quest for a dam, he re- 
membered the dam on the Pea River. 
He had seen the dam while flying as 
a crop duster pilot in this area during 
the 60's. 

He contacted a long-time friend 


date of the transfer of ownership was ~~ 


known by Ammons or Blenn, 

The dam continued to generate 
power until the mid-sixties, at which 
time AEC determined it was no 
longer cconomically feasible to 
maintain the dam, 

At some point after the dam was 
shut down, the ownership was trans- 
ferred to the City of Elba. Several 
ideas were considered by city offi- 
cials on how to develop the property 
but nothing was ever done, 

The facility, on two different oc- 


“ casions, was leased to private com- 


panics who promised to place the 
dam back in operation and supply 
power to the city, Neither were suc- 
cessful, 

In 1992, Ben Ammons negotiated 
a deal to purchase the dam from the 
City of Elba. 


in Coffee County, James Farris, who 
told him that the Elba Dam had been 
closed and possibly was available. 

Ammons said, “I knew that James 
knew a lot of people in Coffee 
County and he would know or could 
find out what I wanted to know.” 

Ammons made contact with city 
officials and made his deal. He had a 
dam! 

To assist him in his work, Am- 
mons contacted Blenn and the two 
men began the task of bringing the 
“old dam” to life. 

Bienn has had some experience in 
restoring dams such as the one in 
Elba, He did this type work in Latin 
America for about 10 years, 

Neither of the men have engincer- 
ing degrees but they do have an 


abundance of practical experience 
and more than enough desire. 

“Much of the work, since under- 
taking the restoration of the dam, has 
been tearing out,” said Ammons. 

“We knew from the beginning 
that it was going to be a long, slow 
process and lots of hard work!” 

Much of the work has been in lo- 
cating parts with which to repair the 
generators. For the most part, old 
generators which will be compatible 
with this type operation, have had to 
be located, They in-turn have had to 
be rebuilt. 

Originally, the dam housed three
